Australia ami Now Zoalaud. 

The papers received by tho Austra- 
lian mail contain particulars of the 
wrock of a schooner callod the Emma, 
which left Port Walcott ton years ago 
for Fremantle. It was wrecked near 
North-west cape, and tho passengers 
lauded at night. Having no means of 
defence, they were easily taken pris- 
oners by tho natives. All of them 
were killed and eaten, several women 
being amongst tho shipwrecked party. 
The facts have just been ascertained 
from the natives, the narrator having 
been one of those engaged in tho can- 
nibal feast. 

The exports from Now Zealand in 
tho year 1875 were of tho value of 
£5,828,027, or above half a million 
more than in 1874; the imports were 
of the value of £8,029,172, or less by 
nearly £100,000 than in 1875. Tho 
value of tho export of gold in 1875 
was less by .£97,5(51 than that of 187-1. 
The total quantity of gold exported 
from New Zealand from tho 1st of 
April, 1S57, to tho end of last year 
was 7,055,295 oz., valued at £30,984,- 
786. Tho Customs receipts for 1875 
amounted to £1,236,-135, as compared 
with £1,118, 9-1S collected during 1874. 
The oxcess of imigration to Now 
Zealand over emigration for tho past 
year was 25,964, of whom 15,113 were 
males, and 10,518 females. 

The Dominion Government have 
withdrawn tho permission hitherto 
granted to American steamers to carry 
cargoes and passengers between ports 
in the Dominion. Our Halifax special 
says this chango will affect steamers 
which have been for several years 
arriving here from T?oston, and then 
proceeding to Port Hawkesbury and 
Charlottetown. From the courso of 
conduct pursued by the United States 
Government toward Canada lately, 
every lawful restriction that can bo 
placed upon American vessels ought 
to be imposed by our Government. 
Canadian vessels are excluded from 
the American canals by a frivolous 
evasion of the Washington Treaty, 
and from tho peculiar construction of 
that treaty allowed by Sir John Mac- 
donald, wo have no recourse by retal- 
iation, Section 13 provides that "the 
Government of tho Uuitod States may 
suspend the right of carrying (goods 
in bond) granted in favor of the sub- 
jects of Her Britannic Majesty undor 
this Ai tide, in case the Dominion of 
Canada should at any time deprive 
tho citizens of tho United States of 
the use of tho canals in the said Do- 
minion on terms of equality with the 
inhabitants of tho Dominion." Thus 
while tho Americans coolly exclude 
our vessels from the privileges which 
they agreed to give them, they are by 
this provision ablo tocompel our Gov- 
ernment to afford them the use of the 
canals. If there is any means of meet- 
ing i he sharp practico of our neigh- 
bors, with anything approaching their 
own weapons, thoso moans ought to 
bo set in motion. Canada has been 
"''turning tho other cheek" too long, 
and tho more generously our interna- 
tional transactions are conducted on 
our part, tho greater appears to be- 
come the selfishness and meanness 
■which characterize our neighbors' con- 
duct. — Ottawa Free Press. 

Had Termination of a Holiday. 



London, April 6. 
The following particulars of tho dis- 
aster yesterday on the River Dee, at 
Aberdeen, have been received: Tho 
day was tho Sacramental Fact Day, 
sot apart by tho Scotch Church for pro 
paration for tho Sunday Communion. 
Tho people were celebrating a holiday, 
and crowds were crossing from Aber- 
deen to Troy Village on tho opposite 
bank of the river, in overloaded ferry- 
boats, which are drawn across tho Doe 
by wire ropes. One boat containing 
about 00 persons, despite tho water- 
mon'H warning, was pulled by tho pas- 
sougors into tho middle of tho stream 
where it was swamped. Tho sceno 
during the night was distressing 
Relatives and friends were watching 
on tho barks or searching in turn for 
bodioB, but up to threo o'clock this 
morning nono had boon recovered. 
Twenty-two persons, including men, 
boys and girls, are known to bo drown- 
ed. It is belioved tho total loss of 
life will not oxceod thirty.

The Dominion Government. 

The Glasgow 'Herald', reviewing 
tho recent session at Ottawa, observes 
that it cannot bo Baid tho Ministry 
have como out of tho ordeal with un- 
diminished authority and iufluenco. 
Their relations with British Columbia, 
disappointed by the delay of the Paci 
iic railway scheme, have brought 
them trouble; though Lord Dufferin 
was able at tho prorogation of Parlia- 
ment to congratulate them on having 
avoided increased taxation notwith- 
standing a diminished revenue, dull 
trade has brought them unpopularity; 
and though they have succeeded in ro- 
Histing the Protectionist policy of 
tho Conservative Opposition, tue ma- 
jority with which they boat off tho 
attack has declined in numbers. When 
they entered office their working ma- 
jority in the House of Commons was 
not less than 91), but this appears to 
havo diminished to about 46. 

The other day a bold bad boy went 
homo from school and said: — 'Dear 
mother, mayn't I go in my bare feet 
this afternoon?

But the boy wont out of tho yard 
by tho alloy-way, and took off his 
shoos and stockings, and hid them be- 
hind the wood pile, and scudded mer- 
rily off to school, and everybody ad- 
mired his flat, muddy, baro feet. But 
when he got out of the school the 
ground was covered with snow and ho 
had a very solemn time hippity-hop- 
ping back home, and when he got 
there he couldn't toll the wood pile 
from a hay stack, and his shoos and 
stockings might as well have been in 
the middle of the ocean for all the 
good they did him. So ho went into 
tho house, and after a good deal of 
filibustering he made his report, which 
was tabled, and the house went into 
committee of the whole on the state of 
the boy. His mothor took tho floor, 
and after an exciting and highly in- 
teresting session the committee rose 
and the House adjourned, while the 
boy framod a bill for tho more perfect 
prevention of chilblains. — Burlimjton 
Hawkeye.

Ottawa, May 2. 

Senator Perrv died yestorday after- 
noon ut bin bomo in Coburg whither 
he bad been brought from Ottawa 
some weeks after the close of tbe ses- 
sion. Boru about tbe year 1788, and 
tberefore close on to 90 years' at bia 
deatb, it was a fair test of his deter- 
mination and courage tbat he regular 
ly attended Parliament. He bad been 
married four times. 

Sir Joun and Lady Rose arrived 
here by tbe four o'elock train this after- 
noon. Tbey are guests at Govern- 
ment House. 

Montreal, April 29.— A visit was, a 
few days ago, paid to the grave of tbe 
late Joseph Guibord by a 'Witness' 
reporter. It was with difficulty tbat 
tbe grave couli be picked out from 
tbe surrounding soil, for, instead of 
forming a mound, as is usually tbe 
case, it was depressed several inches 
below tbe surface, as though tbe earth 
bad settled after tbe excavation had 
been tilled in. No headstone or mon- 
ument marked the spot, and it wore a 
general air of neglect. Neat- by wore 
the pieces of Madame Guibord's cross 
—splintered, muddy, and well whit- 
tled up by curiosity hunters. It is 
now proposed to mark out tho bound- 
aries of Guibord's lot, and Beok sub- 
scriptions in ordor to defray tbe cost 
of a now and durable monument to 
be placed over tbe grave of the de 
ceased printor. 

Tokonto, May 1.— A meeting of 
creditors of Mr. Thomas Greenway, 
M. P., was held yesterday at the 
Walker House. A large number of 
creditors were present. Mr. Green- 
way presented a statement of bis lia- 
bilities and assets. The former, dis- 
tributed over thirty creditors, amount- 
to §23,538, aud the latter to 515.557. 
Mr. Greenway submitted an offer of 
sixty cents on tbe dollar, payable in 
six, twelve and eighteen mouths, upon 
which action was deferred until a 
thorough examination of the estate 
wasvmade by a gentleman appointed 
for that purpose. 

Wm.H. Wilmer, of South Marys- 
burg who caused the death of bis 
daughter und her illegitimate child by 
wilful neglect, and brutally refusing 
to allow others to aid the erring girl, 
has been committed for trial.

London. May 13. — Later dispatches 
from Athens say a vessol arrived from 
Salouica brings news that tho Ameri- 
can Consul was not in Salonica at the 
time of the murder. Tho Christians 
took bis carriage which chanced to bo 
at tho railroad station, put the girl in 
it aud drove hor to the consulate. Pro- 
visional council and the mob met in 
the mosque. Tho Governor was pre- 
sent when the consuls wore murdered. 
He merely protested aud troatod the 
matter lightly. The Turks tiled past 
the corpses and spat upon them. The 
body of tho French Consul bad thirty- 
four wounds. It is reported tbat the 
bodies of the murdered consuls remain 
unbuiied at Constantinople. The ex 
citemeut is so great that it would be 
dangerous to attempt a funeral until 
reinforcements arrive. A general 
panic prevails. The lower classes of 
Mohammedans are purchasing daggers 
and revolvers with money supplied by 
those hoping for the massacre and 
plundor of christians. Travelers are 
leaving 'en masse'. European resi- 
dents are sending away their families. 
' ia has been blockaded. None 



of the inhabitants are allowed to leave 
town until tbe enquiry into the out- 
rage has terminated. Fresh distur- 
bances are still feared. Two French 
iron-cladB and two frigates have ar- 
rived at Pircans on the way to Salon- 
ica. 

Belgrade, May 13. — The Servian 
frontier is completely lined by a cor- 
don of Turkish troops'. Free ingress 
or egress is impossiblo. There is 
great irritation in official circles hero. 

London, May 12.— In the House of 
Commons last night tho liberals bent 
the government by a decided majori- 
ty on an important Irish question. 
Great cheering from the liberals fol- 
lowed. The vote, however, will not 
ovorturn tho government. 

London, May 13. — The 'News' save 
the government has decided to enter- 
tain favorably tho requost for amnesty 
to Irish political prisoners and an 
announcement to that effect will be 
made on Monday. 

London, May 13.— Mr. Smythe's 
motion in favor of closing public 
houses in Ireland throughout Sunday, 
which passed the House of Commons 
last night, was an abstract resolution 
declaring that in the opinion of the 
House it is expedient that the law 
forbiding tho general sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors during a portion of 
Sunday in Ireland should be amended 
so as to apply to tbe whole of that 
day. The 'Times' says tbe question 
practically raised was whether on a 
matter which partly concernod their 
own constituencies tho opinion of a 
vast majority of the representatives of 
Ireland should be overcome. The 
Irish people may fairly be said to be 
unanimous in favorof Sunday closing. 
Au earnest has been given of fair 
treatment of the Irish local feeling 
which may be trusted to bear good 
fruit, and it is only astonishing tbat 
the government should bavo ever ex- 
posed themsolves to defeat by throw- 
ing away so admirable an opportunity 
for conciliation. 

Oxford has finally decided to send 
a crow to America. 

Bbrlin, May 13.— It is stated that 
the three Chancellors yesterday at 
their conference decided to abstain, at 
least for the present, from any milita- 
ry intervention iu the Turkish trou 
bles, and that Count Audrassy ex- 
pressed groat satisfaction at this de- 
cision.

SECOND PROVINCIAL LEGIS- 
LATIVE ASSEMBLY. 

FIRST SESSION. 



Monday, May 15tb, 1870. 
Mr. Speaker took tho chair at 11.07 a.m. 

PRIVILEGE. 

Mr. 8mith nskod why his Constitution 
Amendment Bill hud boon dropped 
from tho orders. If the government in- 
tended to take any action iu tho mut'or he 
•would be glad to have an explanation from 
that quarter, as without it lit* was left in 
awkward position. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott paid that it had been 
his intention to introduco a bill not only 
to provide for Cas'siar a representative, 
but to give Nanaimo an additional one. 
(Hour, hoar.) On consultation, however, 
with a number of tho members of the 
House, it had been decided inexpedient 
to interfere at present with tho matter. 
Had tho late government thought fit to 
liavo dealt with the matter tlioy had a 
good opportunity to do bo la<t sesdon 
when a general election win no ir at hand. 
They had not, however, avai'od tnem- 
solves of that chance. He regretted that 
under tho existing circumstances action 
on the matter hud to be postponed for the 
present. 

MOUNTED POLICE. 

Mr. Vowell moved that whereas the 
raiuera and settlers residing in the district 
of Kootonay, owiug to tho isolation of 
tbeir position and their proximity to tho 
United States boundary, cannot rely upon 
this Province for protection in ease of any 
outbreak among the aborigines, and are 
powerless to protect themselves from dep- 
redations committed by any evilly dis 
posed porsoDs in tho absence of an organ 
ized mounted police force ; therefore, bo 
it resolved :— 

That an humble address bo presented 
to His Honour tho Lieutenant-Governor, 
praying that ho will urge upon tho Do- 
minion Government tho immediate neces- 
sity of carrying out the recommendation 
of Mnjor-Geuornl E. Selby Smyth, com- 
manding the Militia of Canada, by tho 
establishment of a mounted police post at 
Joseph's Prairie, or Home other suitable 
location in the district of Kootonay, with 
a view to the security of the lifo and 
property of all classes of I he community, 
and to encourage the further development 
of the Block-raising and fanning interests 
of this extensive and important agricul- 
nl and mining section of British Co- 
lumbia. 

The hon. mover eloquently explained 
to tho Houso the necessity of the estab- 
lishment of a mounted police force at 
Kootonay and hoped every effort would 
bo made to secure tho object of his reso- 
lution. 

Tho motion was seconded by Dr. Tol- 
mie and carried. 

railway belt. 

Mr. Ash moved that, in tho event of tho 
lands reserved for railway purposes on 
tho East coast of Vancouver Island ro- 
verting to tho Province, it is tlio opinion 
of this House that tho claims of bona fide 
settlers should bo respected. Seconded 
by Mr.Bryden. 

Tho resolution was characterized on 
both sides of tho Hou.su as unwise anil 
misehiovous and ns an indirect admission 
that, tho Houso did not expect tho Island 
Railway to bo constructed and after a long 
discussion permission was granted for its 
withdrawal, 

THE MAIL STEAMERS. 

Mr. Evans moved that an humblo ad- 
dress bo presented to His Honor tho 
Lioatouant-Govornor, praying that ho 
will draw tho attention of tho Dominion 
Government to tho frequent? violation of 
tho contract, in respect of the mail ser- 
Tico between Victoria and Sin Francisco, 
by tho Pacific Mail Steamship Company. 

The hon. movor argued that the steam- 
e rs should come to tho port of Victoria 
Id stead of to Eaqaimalt ; their speed 
should also average 10 milo.i an hour. 
They also evaded the i-pii it of tho contract 
by going to the Sound instead of remain- 
ing hero 48 hours ; they had also taken 
goods for merchants hero across to Paget 
8onnd instead of delivering them hero on 
arrival ; tho sailing hour laU trip of tho 
City of Panama from Esquimau had 
been postponod under falsi) pretenses, and 
thov had violated tho oontraot by not 
making tho reqniiod number of trips. 

Mr. Vowoll said that tho mitttor was 
one to be dealt with by tho postoffico au- 
thorities who had ho believed communi- 
cated with the Dominion Government on 
the Bubjoot. With reference to the sail- 
ing of thn City of Pann ma last week ho 
was inform' ed that a certificate from tha 
proper quarter stated she was delayed on 
account of hor machinery being out of or- 
der. Ho hoped tho ro-o'lution would bo 
withdrawn on ho doomed it an interference 
With tLw dutie. of tho PoiWl .athorituw. 



Hon. Mr. Vernon said that tho House 
oould not be expected to take any action 
on tha resolution which made no defined 
statement as to when and whoro the con- 
tract was violated. Tho hon. mover's re- 
solution was merely based on street talk. 
(Hear.) 

Mr. Douglas supported tho resolution; 
ho believed tho contract was violated 
ovory trip, and it was ovidontPugnt Sound 
was mado tho terminus of tho rouOi and 
Victoria merely a way port. (Hear hear.) 

Mr. Mara maintained that tho resolu- 
tion was not framed properly; it mado a 
broad assertion without giving any evi- 
dence as to time, place or facts. 

Mr. Fisher argued that Esquimalt was 
virtually tho harbor of Victoria, and that 
it was a very difficult mattor to say how 
long a tinio a steamer's machinery requir- 
ed to bo repaired. 

Mr. Williams said that if ocoan steamers 
wero required to mako good time — 10 
knots an hour — tlioy must necessarily bo 
largo, and if largo thoy could only at cer- 
tain times enter Victoria harbor and wore 
thereforo compelled to put into Esqui- 
malt. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said there was no 
proof of tho statement mado by tho hon. 
mover's resolution. If however tho coo- 
tract had heon violated tho proper way to 
have dealt with it, would have boon for 
tho merchants of tho city to have laid tho 
matter before the Dominion Government. 
If they received no satisfaction from that 
quarter, tho alternative was to ask that tho 
matter ho referred to a select committee 
who would elicit evidence and gather data 
on which a resolution could be based iu 
proper form. Ho would suggest that the 
mover withdraw Mb motion for tho pro- 
sent or amend it. 

Mr. heaven moved that tho resolution 
be amended so that His Excellency may 
be potitionod to ask the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to enquire into tho manner in 
which tho contract is being carried out. 

Tho resolution as amended was oi'.rri 
ed. 

NEW WESTMTN8TBR CEMETERY. 

Mr. Asli asked what is tho date of the 
Letters Patent revoking or altering the 
original giant to tho Trustees of tho New 
Westminster Cemetery ? 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said 'that there wero 
no letters patent, but a commission had 
been issued and ho would lot the bon. 
member liavo the d»to thereof iu tho 
coarse of the day. 

THT2 ESTIMATES. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys movod that the 
House) concur with tho report of the C.mi- 
mittoe that a supply ba granted to Her 
Majesty. Carried. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys moved that tho 
House resolve itself into Committee of the 
Whole to grant a supply to Hor Mujesty. 

The hon. mover, in aooordanoe with 
custom, dosired the attention of t ho House 
for a few moments. Ho said that whop 
the present Government took office it was 
discovered that there was a dt licit amount- 
ing in tho aggrogato to some $500,000; 
this liability had shortly afterwards been 
decreased hy the Dominion Government 
charging the sum of S15O.O0O, borrowed 
from them by tho lato Government, to tho 
debt account instead of withholding it 
fiom the subsidies as had been agreed on 
by his prodocessors (hoar, hour.) There 
was amoug-t the liabilities of tho Pro- 
vince the amount of $100,000 duo to tho 
Bmk of British Columbia— overdrawn 
and Dock accounts— bearing interest at 
tho rate of 8 per cent. There was also a 
sum of 830,000 owing to Sir James Doug- 
las bearing a like rate of interest. To the 
Intestate account there was, he regretted 
to nay, tho sum of $18,800 due! (Sonsi- 
tion) ; and ho lelt pained when compelled 
to state that should a claimant for that 
money turn up tho Province did not know 
how to moot the deinaud. Such a cir- 
cumstance nover ought to have existed 
and could not be permitted to continue. 
During tlio present year amounts would 
be falling due for contracts let last year 
amounting to $163,000; it would therefore 
bo seen that taxation had only boon re- 
sorted to out of sheer necessity. (Hear, 
hoar.) The position of tho Province was 
novel inasmuch as it was impossible to 
form any accurate idea of tho amount of 
rovenuo tho taxes imposed would realize. 
Tho Government had availed themselves 
of tliti information to bo gained fiom cer- 
tain returns of Vancouver Island for IStifi 
whereon to base their calculations, but 
there were no returns whatever relating 
to tho Mainland which could bo used as a 
guide. The Govornmont woro therefore 
placed in a somewhat peculiar position 
and the system of taxation might justly 
be termed experimental, no hoped how- 
over it would bo found within tho power 
of tho Government, not ouly to wipe out 
the present heavy and undesirable indebt- 
edness of tho country, but to placo hor, 
permanently, in a bettor and healthier 
state than heretofore. (Hear, hear) . The 
House had already admitted tho principle 
of taxation, and ho was satisfied that it 
was tho general opinion that tho Govern- 
ment had done alt that could possibly bo 
expected under the peculiarity of existing 
circumstances. ( Hear, bear) . It might 
be stated that tho Government should 
have gone to England and availed them 
selves of the money market there, but ho 
could assure tho House that tho fact that 
the lato Government had borrowed money 
both from tho Hunk of British Columbia 
and elsewhere at an oxcessivo rate of in 
terest, for 8 per cont. must be admitted to 
be excessive, had thoroughly precluded 
tho Province from going to tho English 
or any other money market with any hone 
of sucoobs. It was moreover always (hfli- 
cult to effect a comparatively small loan, 
such as $500,000; probably far more so 
'ban to raise- a million or a million and a 
half, but that fact ho hold did not justify 
any Govornmont at present ip running the 
country into Jebt for either of tho larger 
sums. Taxation bad buoome necessary if 
only for tho one reason that tho Province 
could not to-day got from any one of tho 
banks tho sum of 818,850 required to pay 
oil' stuns duo tho Intestate account (hear, 
hoar ) The prosont linanci tl condition of 
tho country demanded tho absolute ne- 
cessity of insisting on tho most accurate 
returns from officers of tho Government 
and a strict observance of rigid economy 
in all departments, and by a careful poli- 
cy they hoped to secure the contentment 
and material prosperity of tho poople. 
(Cheers.) 

AFTER RECESS. 
Mr. Walkom expressed his boliof that 
tho Minister of Finance was not master of 
the position und really did not know who- 
thor the country was in or out of debt. 
With reference to his assertion that the 
Govornmont oould not obtain the sum of 
$18,850 fro.ii any bank, ho (Mr. Walkom) 
would Slate that, tho late Government at 
the dato of their resignation oould have 
obtained roadiiy 8250,000. Ho claimod 
that tlw ralessa of dv» ■ubaidiw Vfjf duo 



to tho efforts of the lato Government, who 
bad convinced tlio Dominion Government 
that their intention cs withholding them 
was unjust. Ho argued that the hue Gov- 
ernment had been ejeotod on account of 
having borrowed money from Canada and 
expressed his surprise that the present 
Govornmont had mado overtures to Cana- 
da. The hon. gentleman then carefully 
reviewed the financial statement issued 
from the f'kecutive Council, stating that 
tho liabilities had been overstated. He 
ridiculed the assertion of tho hon. Minis- 
ter of Finance that a policy of rigid econ- 
omy would be observed and regretted that 
that Minister had not given a long and de- 
tailed statement of the financial position 
of the country for tho bonofit of now 
members of the" Houso. He characterized 
the Canadian Government as perfidious, 
and alluded to the overthrow of tho lato 
Provincial Government as permitting tho 
stronger to oppress the weaker power. He 
argued that thoy should liavo been over- 
thrown on a question of wrong expendi 
ture, and stated that thoy wero prepared 
to resign inasmuoh as they wero thought 
to bo a too contentious Ministry; but ho 
was of opinion that uo GoverLineut con- 
tending for the Province's rights would 
find Canada friendly. With regard to tho 
work of tho session he regretted that tho 
tinio had been frittered away on points of 
order and that very little useful legisla- 
tion had been accomplished, and in refer- 
enoe to the policy of the Government he 
was sorry they had resolvod on a system 
of taxation and had determined to expend 
very little on opening up tho country. Ho 
maintained that they ought to have pur- 
sued a borrowing policy, and have con- 
sir tictcd roads, thus encouraging immi- 
gration and pu-hing the Province forward 
"at the pace of the hare," instead of being 
content merely to allow her to crawl as a 
snail. Ho maintained that the surplus 
which would bo shown at tho end of the 
year amounting tj $10,000 should have 
heon placed on tho estimates for roada, 
etc , instead of being permitted to lio dor- 
mant in lha Treasury. He accused the 
House of voting to impose taxes amount- 
ing to $87,000 without really knowing 
why, and charged the Premier with dis- 
courtesy in omittiogto explain. Ho oom- 
plimonted the Government on tho Muni- 
cipal Bill, but regarded the introduction 
of the School Bill by a private member as 
an abdication of Governmental power. In 
reference lo tho assets of tho Province 
he held that the sum of $00,821 duo on 
lauds should bo collected to reduce lia- 
bilities. Ho believed it tho duty of tho 
House to vote tor ill* construction of tho 
Graving Do.;k and held that tho money 
promised by the Dominion Govern- 
ment should liavo been placed amongst 
tho assj's of the Province. Tbia omis- 
sion ho deemed had been tho real cause 
for repudiation of the promised aid by 
Canada and bad no doubt been eagerly 
availed of by Mr. Mackenzie. After as- 
serting that tho Government had made 
the giavo mistake of placing dock liabili-* 
ties amongst Provincial liabilities and 
treated tho work by so doing as a Provin- 
cial and not Dominion undertaking, tho 
hon gent oman unarmed that the blun- 
der (?) was most unfortunate, inasmuch aB 
the Toronto (Hobo, the mouthpiece of tho 
Mackenzie Government, hail proclaimed 
it in a lea ling article to tho whole Domin- 
ion. There could bo liitlo doubt now that 
the Province would lose the Duck money, 
for by the ibo telegram in reply to that of 
tho Provincial Government, asking for 
reimbursement for some 50 or 00 thou- 
sand dollars p aid ou»,ihoy Baid' 'do you pre- 
fer to have it oh irged against debt account 
or subsidies." The Dominion Govornmont 
did not actually refuse to pay tho money, 
but they were "probing the wound" to 
see how f ir tho ' blunder" would servo 
them. Ho held that iu this connection 
the word advance meant gift or subscrip- 
tion, an 1 aft a- a lab mous and tiresome 
review and explanation of the entire Dry- 
dock correspondence, movod an amend- 
ment to the motion to go into Commit- 
tee, couched in the following languarge: 
'•That this House deeply regrets that 
the Government should. in their Financial 
s'atement of the 5th Feb , 1876, (purport- 
ing to show the assets and liabilities of the 
Province) have deemed it proper to omit 
from the the assets tho claim of the Pro- 
vince again t the Dominion for a reim- 
bursement of monies expended in respect 
of tho Esquimau Graving Dock — thereby 
seriously imperiling, if not virtually sur- 
rendering, such claim, and also placing 
the Province in a false financial position." 

Hon. Mr. Elliott hero informed Mr. 
Ash that the dato of the last commission 
issued for the cemetery at New Woalmins- 
tor bore date 21st April, 187(1. 

In reply to Mr. Wulkeni tho hon. Pre- 
mier re-iterated his explanation with re- 
ference to the constitution Amendment 
Bill. 

Mr. Walkemasked why Mr. Smith's con- 
stitution bill bad been dropped from the 
orders of the day and requested that the 
second reading of the bill bo procoodod 
with at the proper time. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott paid ho had cot tho re- 
motest idea why the bid had been drop- 
ped; but know that no orders to that effect 
from the Government had boon givon. 
Perhaps the clerk could explain. 

Mr. Fisher said tho extraordinary ora- 
torical effort of tho last speaker extending 
over 2'g hours was exactly what he ex- 
pected from that quarter. But two yours 
and a half, much less two hours and a half, 
would be iDBUflloient to wipe away tho dis- 
grace brought id) nit by tho late Govoru- 
mont. (Hear bear.) Ho characterised 
as absurd tho idea that tho Dominion 
Government would advance moi eyon ac- 
count of the Dock until some signs of pro- 
gress were shown. With reference to the 
financial state of the Province ho said tho 
Government would have been very wrong 
to have placed the dock money to bo ob- 
ttined from Canada, us an asset until 
they woro perf -ctly positive that tho sum 
would bo forthcoming. It was perfectly 
absurd to imagine! that the Dominion 
Government would advance on cement 
alone, and the only wi-o course lo pursuo 
would he to pors-overe with tho worlt.raixo 
the money, and show Canada that there 
was something to be advanced upon use- 
ful to tho Province and nation. The Gov- 
ornmont of tho former day hud both 
plundered and blundered nnd it was urg- 
lo°s now to attempt to whitewash what 
thoy had made black. Tho expen- 
diture of the lato Government had 
been double tho amount of their income. 
Mr. McCroight and Mr. Eobortson bad 
warnoil tho lute Government against plac- 
ing reliance upon the gift character of the 
advance from Canada. Ho called on the 
present Ministry to go on with tho work 
of building tho dock (hear) . A drydock 
would benefit every district of tho Pro- 
vince while it was building aud forovor 
afterwords (hear). Wo could not get tho 
money from England before the dock 
was linisnod Hu regretted that so m'neb 
tfin* lisd Iw-n VM fo] ^ alloy, iitg iAS. 



Walkem an opportunity to rub off the 

obloquy which attached to him (hoar). 
Ho (Mr. Fisher) was an independent 
member. Ho had assisted in turning out 
tho lato Ministry and if tho present ooca- 
pnnts of tho treasury benches proved as 
faithless as thoir predooeflsors ho would 
voteto turn thom out too. (Choera.) 

Mr. Smith complimented the hon. niom- 
bor for Esquimalt on his admirable 
speech. He (Mr. Smith) was not oppos- 
od to tho dock; hut ho wanted to see whoro 
the monoy waB coming from. Thetis 
Covo was naturally adapted for a dock; 
but if ono could ho built for half a mil- 
lion of dollara.whoro was tho money com- 
ing from ? 

Mr. Williams said that a lot of money 
had boen spent in buying cement; this 
ho regarded as a serious blunder of tho 
lato Government. If the dock waB stop- 
ped now it would bo a great loss to tho 
wholo Provinoe. Tho dock, ho believed, 
would not cost over £100,000 and tho ex- 
penditure would bonofit tho wholo coun- 
try. Ho was sorry that tho financial state- 
ment of February 5th had boon issued 
without the drydock expoudituro being 
put in as part of our assets, but hs hop- 
ed the House would vote tho $131,000 
asked. Ho felt suro tho money would bo 
paid by tho D imiuion Governmont as tho 
work progroased. 

PRIVILEGE. 

Mr. Elliott hero correoted an error in 
tho Standard's report which stated that 
ho had promised to bring in a Cemetery 
Bill next session. Ho had said that he 
would ussiBt iu tho passage of a Bill, eta. 

ESTIMATES AGAIN. 

Mr. Beavon resumed the debate on the 
Estimates. His apoocli amounted to littlo 
more than a wail for his "lost placo, "and 
had the effect of cloaring galleries and 
House who bad listened with wrapt at- 
tention to Mir. Fisher's eloquent speech. 
In misquoting official figures ho wub 
again corrected by Mr. Mara. He 
(Mr. Heaven) had voted against the tax 
bills and in favor of the road tolls. [Mr. 
Mara — Hear, hear J , but not for revonuo 
(laughter), no propheciod tlio failure of 
the taxation schome, and said that tho 
Province was iu a position to pay of! 
every dollar that it owed without taxation. 
[Hon. Mr. Humphreys — If the hon gen- 
tleman could only conviuco tho Houbo of 
that fact!] The falao financial statement 
of tho 5th February had had the effect of 
destroying tho credit of tho oountry. 

tOh! oh!J Tho lato Govornmont could 
ave shown tho Province how to raise 
$1,000,000 without taxing the oountry 
ono cont. [A voice— ''You'll novor get 
back to show it." Roars of laughter. ) 

Six o'clock having arrived the adjourn- 
ment of the debate was moved and tho 
House adjourned till Tuesday morning at 
11 o'clock. 



The Tariff 

^ Tlio Solect Committeo appointed to re- 
port on tho comparitive operations of the 
Canadian and British Columbian Tariffs 
liavo proparod a memorial fomrloption by 
tho Houso to bo forwarded through the 
proper channel to tho Governor-Goneral, 
sotting forth that groat benotlt would ac- 
cruo to tho Province if additional import 
duties woro imposed on certain agricultu- 
ral products, whorewith tho neighboring 
possessions of tho United States supera- 
bound; but wbioh this Province could 
supply in quantities mere than equivalent 
to the demand should protection bo af- 
forded the producers. A protectivo tariff 
is sought to be imposed on horses, cattlo, 
sheep, hogs, eggs, butter, and grain (other 
than wheat and maize.) Tho following 
are details of protection petitioned for: 

HorBes— Spcciflo tax of $5 per hoad, in 
addition to ad valorem tax of 10 per cent. 

Neat Cattle — Substitute specific tax of 
of $5 per head for present 10 per cent. 

Sheop— Substitute 50 cents pot 1 head 
for 10 per cent. 

Swine— Substitute 82 per head for 10 
per cent. 

Butter— Substitute 5 cents per lb for 
12 Y, per cout. 

Bacon— Substitute 2 cents per lb for 1 
cent per lb. 

Eggs — Imposo a duty of 3 oents por do- 
zen. 

Grain— Other than wheat or Indian 
corn, imposo 10 per cont. ad valorem. 

Gbavino Dock Land Award — The 
arbitrators appointed by tho late Govorn- 
mont to ascertain and report on tho value 
of tho land in tho possession of Mossra. 
Tolniio and Finlayson and required for 
Dry Dock purposoa, have mado their 
award, which is $2,500 por acre, with in- 
terest added at tho rata of ten per cont. 
por annum from the date of notice of the 
land being required by tho Gorornmect 
of tho amount awarded. Ths arbitrators 
—Messrs. Granciuiand W. Wilson— failed 
to agree as to the amount to be paid, and 
tho award was really mado by the umpire, 
Mr. C. W. R. Thomson. Tho land com- 
prises six olovonth-hundreds acros. 

Drifting! Apart. — The Starr Brothers 
and Messrs. Finch and Wright aro daily 
widening tho gap botweon them, nnd pro- 
paring for those coming events of which 
the shadows are already cast. Tho North 
Pacific and Alida, which have been using 
tho Finch wharf in Olympia miring the 
last live years, have changed back to tho 
Porcival wharf, making room for the Eliza 
Andorson. Wilaon G. Hunt, Olympia, or 
any othor boats that may be used in the 
contemplated opposition.— Seatllo Tribune. 

Newfoundland.— Up to 19th inst., 
ono hundred and fifty thousand seals had 
beou landed at St. Johns, N. F. Many 
of tho stoamcrB aro on their sooond trip. 
Tho fishory, it is now thought, will not 
bo a good ono — fow have done very well. 
Tho herring fishory promises fair, and 
favorable accounts were recoivod from 
tho wostern part of the island of tho early 
cod fishery.

British Columbia Finances. 

[Globe, Toronto, May 1st.) 

The now British Columbia Govern- 
ment does not, to far as the financial 
position is concerned, seom to have 
fallon upon easy timos, mid local jour- 
nalists are discussing tho problom of 
of ways and means with some earnest- 
ness. According to tho Victoria "Col- 
onist" tho ordinary revenue for tho 
year is ns follows: — 

Dominion subsidy $210,000 

Local revonuo 120 000 



Total $330,000 

But, ns the lato Government had an- 
ticipated tho subsidy to the extent of 
$150,000, the actual incomo will be — 

Balance of subsidy $ 00,000 

Lo.'al reveuuo 120.000 



Total $180,000 

The liabilities to bo met with this sum 
are Btated at $500,000, exclusive of de- 
mands for public works and improve- 
ments of more cr loss pressing ur- 
gency. 

Tho cost of government undor the 
"Walkem Administration is said to havo 
boen $259,000, so that but for under- 
takings outsido and beyond current 
expenditure there would seem Lo have 
boen a margin of somo $71,000. Tho 
now Government aro meoting tho dif- 
ficulty in the first instance by inaugu- 
rating a policy of retrenchment. Thoy 
have loft ono portfolio unfilled, thus 
saving $G,000 a year to the country, 
aud also, according to tho 'Colonist' 
"havo reduced tho official staff; havo 
discharged the counter-jumpers and 
tope-measurers who drow $100^ month 
and expenses as 'road bosses;' have 
abolished positions that wero created 
to reward tho political procurers of 
tho ex-Chiof Commissioner; havo dis- 
continued the unconstitutional system 
of giving public work out by the day 
when the Houso asked that it should 
be douo by contract; and have cut off 
all unnecessary expenses." 

It is estimated that, by theso means, a 
saving may be effected amounting to $50,- 
000 por annum. Tho only othor course 
open appears to be a resort in somo form 
or other to local tixation. Au extension 
of tho municipal systom is suggested for 
tho relief of tho Piovinciil Treasury, but 
;hat would, it is urged, bo both too tardy 
and too uncertain to be relied upon in nn 
emergency. Tho debt might bo paid off 
by mortgaging tho rovenuo, but that 
would not provide funds for present ne- 
cessities. Another project takes tho form 
of a loan, but a doubt is expressed 
whether the position of the Province 
is exactly ono to enable it to appenr fa- 
vorably as a borrower, a sum of $30,000 
having not long sinca boon obtained with 
somo little difficulty at eight per cont. 
and a pretty heavy commission, on se- 
curity being given bo the value of $220,- 
000. British Columbia, in fact, has boon 
going ahr ad a littlo too fast, an', like 
many na hoir to gre.it expectations, has 
probably been led on beyond prudential 
limits by the prospects of tho largo ex- 
penditure which the Dominion has under- 
taken within the boundaries of tho Pro- 
vince For tho moment it would seem as 
though tho ouly real help out of tho em- 
barrassment would bo tho tax-gadierer. 
After all, tho case is not a very bad ono. 
A rigorous economy on tho part of tho 
people should beforo long put matters to 
rights.

WHKUEASbyan Act of Parliament made and 
paused in tho Session of Parliament holden In 
tho thirty-third and tbirty-fourtb years of tho relgu 
of Her present Majesty, intituled "An Act for amend- 
ing tho Law relating to tho Extradition of Crimi- 
nals," auil also by an Act of Parliament made and 
passed iu the Session of Parliament bullion In tho 
thirty-sixth and thirty-seventh years of the reign of 
Her pri-sent Majesty, intituled "An Act to amend 
the Ext.aditiou Act. 1870," it was amougBt other 
things ouicted, that whero an arrangement has been 
made with any foreign State with respect to the sur- 
render to Bach State of any fugitive criminals, Her 
Majesty may. by Order iu Council, direct that the 
said Acts shall apply ill tho case of such foreign 
State. ; ami that iier Majesty may, by tho same or 
any subsequent Order, limit tlie operation of tho 
Order, ami restrict the same to fugitive criminals 
who are in or suspected of being in tho part of lier 
Ujaostly's Dominions specified in tho Order, and 
render tbe operation thereof subject to Bneh condi- 
tions, exceptional and qua. ideations as may bo 
deemed expedieut : 

Aud whereas a 1 reaty was concluded on the slxlh 
day of January, li7t . between her Majesty anil th o 
Presi lent of tho Repub ic of Hondrras, for the Mu- 
tual Extradition ot Fugitive Criminals, which Treaty

Her Majesty tho Queen of tho United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, and His Excellency the 
President of tho Republic of Honduras, having 
judged it expedient, with a view to the hotter ad- 
ministration of justice and to tho prevention of 
cri.no within the iwo countries and their jurisdic- 
tions, that perso s charged with or convicted of 
the crimes hereinafter enumerated, and being fugi- 
tives from Justice, should, under certain circumstan-

Who, after having communicated to each other 
their respective full powers, round iu good and due 
form, havo agreed upon and concluded the following 
Articles : —

Ko Honduran as above stated shall ho delivered up I 
by the Government of Houdura- to tho Government 
of tho United Kingdom, and uo subject of tbo United 
Kingdom Hhall be delivered up by tho Government 
thereof to the Cruvernment of Honduras.

II - of Honduras respectively, his extradition hi all be 
deferred until tlie conclusion of the trial and the 
full execution of any punishment awarded to him. 
ARTICLE V. 

Tho extradition Hhall not tnlio place if, subsequent 
ly to the commission ol the crime or tho , institution 
of the penal prosecution or the conviction thereon, 
exemption from prosecution or punishment has been 
acquired by lapse of time, according to the laws of 
Iho Utato applied to. 

ARTICLE VI. 

A fugitive criminal shall nut he surrendered If tho 
offence lu respect of which his surrender Is demand- 
ed is one of a political character, or If he prove that 
the requl-ltion for his surrender has, in fact, been 
made with a view to try or punish him for an offence 
of a political characler. 

ARTICLE VII. 

A person surrendered can in no case be kept in 
pri'jon or he brought to trial In the Htste to which the 
surrender h»s been made, for an other crime, or on 
account of any other matters, than thus.; for which 
the extradition shall have taken piece This stipula- 
tion dot! not apply to Crimea committed after tho ex- 
tradition. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

The requisition for extradition shall bo "made 
throes)) the Diplomatic Agents of tho High Colltract- 
Idh Parties respectively, 

The revnlBitlon for the extradition of an accused 
psraon muat be accompanied by a warrant of arrest 
issued by the competent authority of tho utato re- 
quiring the extradition, and by such evidence as, ac 
cording to the laws of the place where the accused Is 
found, would Justify his arrest If tho crime had been 
committed there. 

If tbe requisition relates to a person olr-ady con- 
victed, It must be occcmpan'.cd by the sentence 'of 
condemnation passed against the convicted person by 
the competent Oourt of the State that makes the re- 
quisition for extradition. 

A requisition fir extradition cannot ho found on 
srntsnrcs pooled in contumaciam, 
ARTICLE IX. 

If the requisition for extradition bo n accordance 
■with thn forpoln.'j ■tipulatlona.lhe competent authori- 
ties of the Statu applied to shall proceed to the arrest 
ef the fiiifltlvo.
